INTRODUaiOH 



Section T31(b) of Part C of the Voca'tional Education kr^n&r.eats of 19e3 
provides Federal fonding for State-ad-ninistered rTsearch and develoc^rent 
activUies in vocational education. -These Federal funds can be used for 
' f!^!"?orL^° 75 percent of the costs of the State Research CocnJinating 
Unit (RCd) and for grants and contracts covering 90 percent of the to^H 
of research and/or developmental projects. Tbe funds are allocated ta 
the States on the basis of a populatfon formula prescribed in'.Pjblic L^w 
t^l lL ii;'/^^"^ ^"'^ ^^7^' «ar.ple, the State of Alak'ka received 
516,450 while the State of California received $962,956. 

The total funding appr-opriated-for State use under Section 131 (b) of 
.Part C amounted to $17,872,215 in Fiscal Year 1972 and $9- million i.n . 
each succeeding fiscal year. The States used a portion of this fundinc 
to assist in meeting the maintenance and operational costs of the ^tatp ' 
Research Coordinating Units. 'However, the major part of the ^'jndrrq nas 
used to support grants and! contracts with, local school districts -univer- • 
sities,' and -other agencies within each State for the conduct /o^Atioral 
research and developfuent projects..
